NOTIFICATION 

AY«> Delhi, the 20th August 1949 

No. 14(68) OuS./49-D.S. — In everoiso of powcis conferred by Section 39 of 
tho Administration ol Evacuee Property (Chief Commissioners’ Provinces) 
Ordinance, 1949 (Ordinance XII of 1919), the Ceil lull Government is pleased 
tn make the following rules, namely: — 

I. Short title. — These Rules may be culled the Ydmnustration of Evacuee 
Property (Delhi) Rules, 1949. 

3. Definitions, — In these Rules — 

(a) "the Ordinance’ ’ means the Administration of Evacuee Pioperty (Chief 
Commissioners’ Provinces) Ordinance, 1949 (Ordinance X1L of 1949); 

(b) "section” and "sub-section” mean the section and sub section respec- 
tively of the Administration of Evacuee Propci 0 (Chief Commissioners 
Provinces) Ordinance, 1949. 

II, Conditions of service of the Custodian and other officers. — Ail officers 

appointed under the Ordinance shall, subject to any special contract to the 
control y, be governed by the geneial service rules applicable to all Central 
(tovormnenl Servants 

4 Furnishing Of security. — The Centiai Government oi tlu- Custodian mav 
Dt quire such officials as aie entrusted with tlie receipt, disbursement and cus- 
todv ol money or property, to furnish such security as may be considered 
adequate. 

Norn — In the case ot cashiers and Held inspectors, the minimum amount of 
security will be Rb. 2,000 and Rh 1,000 lespectively The security will be in 
the form ot cash deposit or fidelity insurance policy in the required sum. 

5, Notification of evacuee property under sub-section (1) of section 0. — (1) 

The Custodian, on being satisfied on inquhv that a particular property is an 
^evacuee propeils, may notify rui h evacuee pi ( party by publication either in 
the Gazette of India or in any local newspaper or on (he nniiei -board kept for 
that purpose in his effire. And the Custodian ui.iv, m uhliliou affix ropy of 
tho notification on the evacuee propeily 

(2) The notification shall give lull particular ot Lhe property regarding the 
location, municipal number, etc In case ot agricultural land, n shall sp L cit> 

( J475 ) 
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as fftr as possible its Khasra number and the Ullage where it is situated. This 
notification sliall be in Form No. 1. 

(3) A list of all such evacuee property brought up to date shall be published 
once a year. 

6. Notice to surrender possession under sub-section- (2) of Section 6. — On ihe 

pub’ication of the notification under Rule 5, a notice demanding surrender of 
possession shall be served on the occupant of the evacuee property ca'ling upon 
him to surrender possession to the Custodian or a person authorised by him 
in this behalf within the time prescribed: Provided that in emergent cases, 
the Custodian may require the occupant to give up possession immediately 
and the premises may be sealed at once. This notice shall be in Form No, 2 
and signed by an officer not below the rank of Assistant Cu-midum. 

7. Procedure under Section 7. — (1) Where a notice has been duly served on 
the occupant of the 'property under Rule 6 and the possession is not delivered 
as required, a warrant of eviction in Form No. 3 shall issue and this wairant 
slia'I be signed by an officer not below the rank of a Deputy Custodian. One 
copy of the warrant shall be forwarded to the police officer of the Police Station 
concerned or such other officer as may be in charge of carrying out eviction, 
who shall forthwith take steps to effect -the eviction with the use of such force 
as may be necessary. 

(2) Every Police Officer to whom warrant of eviction is sent for execution, 
shall submit a weekly report to the Deputy Superintendent of Police having 
jurisdiction and a copy thereof to the Custodian, giving details and number of 
warrants efftrusted to, as well as executed by, him together with such other 
particulars as may be necessary. 

( 3 ^ A register of warrants issued shall be maintained by the Custodian and 
this register shall contain the following particulars, namely: — (a) Name of 
owner, (b) description of property, (c) Name of the, warrantee, (d) date of issue 
and service, of surrender notice, (e)-'the final result.. 

(4) The Custodian, the Additional Custodian or the Authorised Deputy 
Custodian suo moto and the Deputy Custodian or Assistant Custodian dealing 
with the claims under Section 8 of the Ordinance on the motion of the party 
’aggrieved, may stay the eviction proceedings pending determination of the claim 
petition. 

8. Mode' of taking possession of immovable property (l) Subject to th« 

provisions of these Rules, where the property to be taken possession of is im- 
movable property which is lying sealed or where from the occupant has beer 
evicted under Rule 7, its possession will be taken In the Custodian by putting 
his allotte’ into the premises. 

(2) Wheic the evacuee property forms a share of an undivided property ir 
possession of a non-evacuee co-sharer, or where the property in qestion is jr 
the occupancy of a tenant or for other reason it is not possible to take actua 
physical possession of the property, the Custodian may take constructive pos 
session of sneh property and direct the occupants of the property to, deposii 
rent /licence fee in his Central Chest. 

9. Mode of taking possession of movable property. — Where the property p 

be taken possession of is movable property, the possession shall be take: 
by actual seizure and the Custodian may keep the property iu his own custody 
or entrust if to a superdar oh such terms as to security in Form No. 1, as tin 
case may be: Provided that if the property is subject to speed\ or natural decay 
<a when the expense of keeping it would ^exceed Ss value, the Custodian maj 
sell it forthwith. 
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10. Mode of taking possession of debentures, shares, stock, dividend, 
interest, etc. — -When the property to be taken possession of is a debenture, 
security, share, stock, dividend, interest or olher debt due to the- evacuee, the 
possession shall be taken by serving a notice on the eompanyjn corporation or 
other persons liable to pay the same; prohibiting him from "making payment 
or effecting any transfer except in accordance with the written order of the 
Custodian. The notice shall be served in the manner hereinafter provided. 

12. Procedure in relation to claims under Section 8. — (1) An .application 
takes possession of any movable property including any stock-in-trade or plant 
or machinery or any undertaking, he shall prepare an inventory of the property 
in Form No. 5, in triplicate, in the presence of not less than two residents of 
the locality and it shall be signed by him and each of the witness.. One copy 
of the inventory shall be made over to the s upeniai (if any) and two c pies 
shall be sent to the Custodian. 

12. Procedure in relation to claims under Section 8 (1) An application 

under Section 8 shall contain full particulars of the property', the nature of the 
interest or right which the claimant has in that property and the facts upon 
which the same is based and the names of the persons, if any, who are inteiest- 
ed in the property and it shall be accompanied by two copies thereof. It shall 
be stamped with a court-fee stamp of Rs. 10 and shall be verified in the 
manner prescribed for the verification of pleadings in the Code of Civil Proce- 
dure, 1908. The application shall be, presented in person or by a duly autho 
vised agent or pleader, to the Custodian oi any person authorised by him in 
writing to receive such applications. 

(2) Notice of the application^ may be given by the Custodian to any person 
who, in his opinion, is interested in the proceedings. 

(o’) If a party making an app’ication' fails to appear on the date fixed, wh en- 
tile case is called for hearing, the Custodian may dismiss the application for 
default or proceed to decide the application on the materials before him in 
the absence of the party, 

(4) Where the application is dismissed under Sub-rule (3). the applicant 
-.hall be precluded from making a fresh application on the same facts with 
-espect to the same property. But he may apply within 30 days from the 
late of the order of dismissa 1 or the knowledge of such dismissal for an order 
to set aside the order of dismissal and if he satisfies the Custodian that there 
was sufficient cause for liis non-appearance when the case was called for hear- 
ing, the Custodian shall make an order setting aside the orders of dismissal 
•ipon such terms as he thinks fit and shall appoint a day for proceeding with 
he application. 

(5) If any application is pending on the date of the publication of these 
■qnd jo ejup oqj uio.tj sAup Ajwqj uiqjrAV ‘lyoui-on v ‘ftmi juuoqddi. aqj ‘saint 
ication of these rules or on the order of the Custodian within the period 
pecified therein, amend his application so as to bring it in conformity with 
he rules and may also make up the deficienev in court-fee stamp within the 
ic'iod .aforesaid. 

(6) In case the applicant fails to amend He application in accordance with 
aib-rule (5) of this Rnle, the Custodian, may dismiss the application or proceed 
o decide it on the materials before him. 

13. Procedure for restoration of property under Section 14. — (l) Subject to 
he provisions of this rule, an application under section 14 for restoration of 
uoperty and inquiry into the claim ^ha’l be made in accordance with the pro- 
•ision; of rule 12 in so far as they are applicable. 
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(2) A public notice of such application shall be made in a daily newspaper 
at the oxpense of the applicant. 

(3) The applicant shall, before any order for restoration is made, produce 
a ‘no-demand certificate’ from the relevant branches of the officS of the 
Custodian. 

14 Procedure for confirmation of transfers under Section 25.— (1) An appli- 
cation for confirmation under sub-section (2) of Section 25 slndl contnin the 
following paiticulars namely: — - 

fa) Houndaries, Municipal number and location of the property trans- 
ferred and also Khavra number, in ctU’e or agricultural land. 

(b) I’aiticulurs of transfer sought, to be confirmed including the dales 
of the transfer and registration, if any, the addroesea of the parliefl j 
arid the consideration paid or deferred. 

(«) Particulars of any previous transfer in respect of the property. 

(d) The name and the address of the person in possession of the properly 
transferred and the capacity in which such person is in posses- 
sion. 

The application shall be verified in the manner prescribed in the Code of 
Civil Procedure, 1908 for verification ot pleadings and shall be accompanied by 
a copy of the transfer deed in question and also a schedule containing the 
particulars ol any other property owned, possessed or transferred by the trans- 
ferer after 31st March, 1947. 

(2) The application '-hall ho presented by the transferor or the traiisforeiT' 
petrsonnlly or by liis duly authorised ugenfc or pleader and shall bear a court- 
fee stamp of Re. 1 

(3) 'I’be Custodian shall cause a tiotioe in Form No. (> to bo servod on the 
transferer or transferee, hb the case may be, and may further cause a similar 
notice to be served on the person in possession and on any other person in 
possession and on any other poison whom the Custodian thinks to be interested 
in or like I \ to be affected by the result of the application. 

(4) A public notice shall also be published in a duly newspayer at the 
cxpcim* ot the applicant. 

(5) It any application is pending on the date of the publication of these 
lules, the applicant may, suo inoio, within thirty days from the date of publi-* - 
cation of Ihe rules or on (die order of the Custodian within the period specified 
therein, amend bis application so ae to bring it in conformity with the rules 
and mas also make up the deficiency in court-fee stamp within the period 
a fort", aid. 

(0) In case the applicant faih to amend the application in accordance with 
Sub-ru'c (5) of this Rule, the Custodian may dismiss Lhe application or pro- 
ceed to decide it on the materials before him. 

(7) Aftoi the notices me served in accordance with provisions of the SuIh 
mlcs 3 and 4 of this Rule, the Custodian shall proceed to determine the ajC 
plication in u summaiy inquiry. 

(8) If u party making an application fails to appeal' on the date fixed when 
file case is called for hearing, flic Custodian may dismiss the application for 
default or pi ocecd to decide lhe application on the materials before him ; : 
the absence of the party.

(n) rndcv Register, giving refemnee to the pag< s ol legisleis jn which 
the transactions ol the evacuees' arc recorded, tiha'l be kept in 
Korin No 18 in which the names of the evacuees’ shall be entiued 
in alphabetical order. 

(b) Realisations made or expendilme inclined in respect ot evacuees' 
property shall be noted in flic relevuut registers maintained in 
the forms referred to below and Hindi entries shall be attested In 
the pei sons making them as well as by' the examiners checking

(d) The recovery of the amounts other than those which are recorded in , 

tile Eent Demand and Collection Register shall be made througn 
the Miscellaneous Demand and Collection Eegister in Form 
No. 18. 

(e) The Eent Demand and Collection Eegister as well as the Miscel- 

laneous Demand and Collection Eegister shall he balanced every 
month and closed at the end of each year and the outstanding 
balance struck and carried forward to the registers of the suc- 
ceeding year. A certificate to the effect, that all recoverable de- 
mands for the year have been noted in the Registers and that the 
balances have been correctly carried forward to the succeeding 
year's registers shall be noted at the end of the Register. 

(f) A statement showing demands to the end of previous month recove- 

ries made during the current month and the outstanding balances 
shall he submitted to the Ministry of Rehabilitation not later 
than the I5tli of the next succeeding month explaining the causes 
of arrears and steps taken to clear them up. 

(g) When any property is sold or leased by public auction, the bids 

should be recorded in the sa’e register (Form No. 19) the signa- 
natures or the thumb impression of the last bidder being obtained 
in Column 11 of the Form. 

Note.- — T he intermediate bids in respect for property liable to fetch not more than Rs. 
100/- need not be recorded in the register. 

(h) A cash book in Form No. 20 shall be maintained, the amounts 

received or payments made on behalf of Custodian shall be 
entered in the Cash Book on the date they are received or paid. 
The rent or auction money realised by the persons authorised by 
the Custodian shall be paid to the Cashier in the office of the Cus- 
todian not later than the next working day with a challan o’ 
statement showing the details of realisations made. The cash 
in hand of the Cashier shall be counted at the close of each day 
by the officer authorised by the Custodian and at the end of each 
month by the Custodian. Except for special reasons to be record- 
ed, the cash in hand shall be deposited into the Bank on the same 
day or on the next working day. 

The balance in the bank column of the CaGi Book at the end of each month 
shah be reconciled with the balance shown in the Bank Buss Book. 

Note. —If a eheqfte has lapsed it shall be cancelled and the amount taken receipt in the 
Cash Book and credited to a deposit account in the ledger (Form Xo. 2! ). If the payee subse- 
quently turns up and applies for renewal, the cheque, if in h.is possession, shall -be obtained 
and destroyed and a fresh cheque issued again in Deposit Account. A note of repayment 
shall be made in Red Ink against the relevant entry in the Cash Book and the Deposit Acco- 
unt (in tho ledger deposits remaining unclaimed for complete 1 2 months) shall be drawA on a 
contingent bill in Form No. 22 and credited into the Treasury unde- head XLVX Miscellane- 
ous and the words “ Lapsed and credited to the Government on (specify date)” should be 
noted against the deposit concerned. Subsequent repayment shall be governed by rule 637 et 
seq of the Compilation of Treasury Rules, Vol. I. 

(i) Sepal ate account for each evacuee shall be kept in a Ledger in Form 

No. 21. Sufficient pages will be set apart for each evacuee. At 
the end of each month, the closing balances of movable and im- 
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movable property account shall be transferred to the Personal 
Account. 

(]) The Ledger shall be balanced monthly and the balances extracted in 
Form No. 23. The total of the balances in tho ledger as worked 
out in the Register should agroe with the cash in the Bank and 
in hand. If there is any difference, it shall bo investigated and 
adjusted immediately. 

Noth.— A certificate that tho balances in the Lodger agree with the Cash in hand amd in 
Bank, shall be submitted to by the 10fh of the next following month to the Ministry of 
Rehabilitation for information. 

(k) Recoid of applications For copies and inspection fee shall be kept 
in a Register in Form No. 24. The amount realised will be 
credited to “Copying Fee Account 8 ” and shall be drawn at the 
end of each month and he credited to the head “XLVT-Misoel- 
laneons Fees realised by the Custodian of Evacuee Property.’’ 

21. Audit.— The accounts maintained by ihe Custodian shall be audited us 
lav as possible qinnleih under the orders of the Deputy Accountant General, 
Food and Rehubilital ion, by a staff of the Pci ipitatie Auditors. The Custo- 
dian shall place at the disposal of the auditors all accounts, registers), docu- 
menls and sha’I furnish nil information which may be required by the Auditors. 

(2) The result of the audit will Ire communicated through the Inspection. 
Repo't piomplh Copies of the annotated audit notes shall also bo furnished 
1o the Uinisirv of Rehabilitation and Ministry ot Finance (Rehabilitation). 

22 Security from managers. — The Manager appointed under Sub-section 2 
of Section 9 oi (lie Ordinance shall, if required, furnish a security to the satis- 
faction of the Custodian and sha'l act under the general supervision and con- 
trol of the Custodian and may exorcise such powers as may be delegated in 
writing to him in the Custodian from time to time, 

23. Appeal, Revision or Review.- — (1) An appeal, revision or review under 
Section 30 of the Ordinance shall he preferred within thiz-ty days from the 
date of the order complained against by an application stampod with a Court- 
fee stamp of Rs. 20 setting out the, pounds on which tho same is preferred. 
"Provided that in the ease of an appeal to the High Court, the period of (imi- 
tation shall be 90 days. 

(2) The previsions of Section 4 , 5 and 12 of the Indian Limitation Act of 
1908 shall, so fur as they are applicable, afcply hi computing the period of 
limitation under Sub Rule (3) of this Rule In the case of an appeal or revi- 
sion the application shall be accompanied by a copy of the orjler complained 
against. The memo of appeal, review or revision shall be presented by the 
party aggrieved in person or by his duly authorised agent or ptoader. The 
appeal or the application for revision or review shall be decided after notio© to 
the parties concerned or any person who, in the opinion of the deciding autho- 
rity, may be interested in its decision. The deciding authority may admit 
additional evidence and dispose of the appeal or application or remand the case 
for further inquin and decision or report, ns is deemed proper. 

24. Examination of witnesses. — The Custodian shall be entitled to issue a 
commission for recording statement on oath ot any person, ns provided in Oixier 
XXYf of the Civil Procedure Code, 
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2.Y Fees for inspection and copies. — (i) For supplying copies from any record 
in the office of the Custodian, the following fees shall be charged: 


(a) Certificate of receipt, of imsh or duplicate copy of chtillai, . - We. 1/-

(r) An application, oljjeotion, affidavit, or statement of any 

party or witness, ......... Ws. 3/-

NeTB. — The amounts shall bo paid in cash along with the applinatiou which will be acknow- 
ledged in Form No. 7 and its number quoted on the application. 

(ii) Any person interested in tin: evacuee, property may with the permission 
of the Custodian inspect the record relating to such property on payment of 
Its. Tj in cash. 

(Hi) Such inspection shall authorise the person inspecting to take short notes 
(riot verbatim) in pencil. 

26. Forms. — (a) Hooks of accounts and registers shall be printed strongly 
bo in i 1 and machine p.ige-umnbei ed before, being brought into use. 

(b) .Stock account of fill account registers, hooks and forms shall be main- 
tained in Form No. 25. The receipt hooks ahull be kept in the persona) cus- 
tody of the Officer-in -charge of the Cash Section. 

27. Seal. --The Custodian shall have u seal which will bear the words 
"CUSTODIAN OF EVACUEE PHOPERTY, DELHI PROVINCE”. 

28. Administration charges and Custodian Fee. — (1) A fee equivalent to 10 
per cent of gross realisation made from evacuee, property shall be charged as 
administration charges, This fee shall he in addition to the expense incurred 
bn tile mail it< nance and repairs and other expenditure which may be incurred 
directly or indirectly on behalf of the evacuee and shall be levied on the date 
to bo prescribed by the, Ministry of Rehabilitation. 

(2) When any movable evacuee property is returned under Section 14, ad- 
ministration charges equivalent to 10 per cent of the assessed value of property 
shall be charged over and above any other charges which may have been ac- 
tually incurred on maintenance transport or storage of the same. 

29. Restitution.- — When any property taken into possession as an evacuee 
property is subsequently declared b\ the Custodian or any other competent 
authority to be a non-evacuee property, the Custodian may, on the application of 
any party entitled to the actual possession thereof, take such action as will 
place the parties in the same position in winch they were on the dale of 

-possession. For this purpose the Custodian may order the, person in occupation 
of the property to vacate the same and the Custodian may use such force or 
authorise the use, of such force as may he necessary for the, purpose.
